he would see the blood and “pass over” them. So each family, (except small families, one lamb was enough for two of them) killed a lamb and put «ie blood on the doorposts as ordered by Moses. 
The shedding of the blood of the lamb was necessary for the safety of the firstborn, and a shadow of the Lamb of God that was slain for us. Under the law it was binding on every Christian to of- 
er lambs and bullocks and doves for sin offerings and different kinds of offerings, and they were to be the very b ' ; 
hey are accountable), | am speaking of the eternal death of the soul. The word “passover” in Hebrew is “perach,” and in Greek it is “pascha.” First, the name given to the victim sacrificed to insure 
the safety of the firstborn of the Israelites in Egypt. When the death angel saw the blood on the doorposts, it “passed over” the house without tak iig the life of the firstborn, therefore the slain 
lamb was their “‘passover.” Second, the Jews ket a yearly festival, that they called the “‘passover” to commemorate that event and Israel's relief irom bondage. It was conducted in a sacred man- 
ner as a communion, We should notice that the lanb to be sacrificed was to be without blemish, a perfect lamb, and no bones were to be broken. Now if any Jew failed to observe this feast, they 
were put to death, so the shedding of the lamb’s blood was necessary for them to live the natural life as well as spiritual life. So Jesus Christ came into this world as the Lamb of God, slain from 
the foundation of the world. He came to seek and to save that which was lost. He came not to condemn or destroy the law, but to fulfill it, Christ was perfect in all His dealings, and as His 
mission to this world was to save the lost, it was really necessary for tiem te sned tis blood for there is no way to be saved without the shedding of blood, altho Jesus forgave sins Himself. 
Jesus became our “passover” when He was crucified without the gate and on Golgotha’s brow, It was the evening of the 14th of Nisan, A.D. 30, that He ate the last “passover” in an upper room, 
and conducted the first communion service and feet washing, and while there His betrayer was shown to the rest of the twelve, then the betrayer (Judas Iscariot) left them and went to the chief 
priests. After this service, Jesus, with some of His disciples, went to the Garden and there He prayed that memorable prayer, and then was taken by the angry mob and led away to be tried and 
crucified. The disciples all forsook Him because the blood was not yet shed so they could be sanctified, altho their sins had been forgiven, there was nothing to establish them. The crucifixion 
had great affect; it seemed as though God turned His back on His Son and allowed Him to suffer untold agony, just for us. While everything got dark and an earthquake shook the country, the 
veil in the temple was rent in twain, or torn in two, and the graves burst open. Even the soldiers who had crucified Him said, Truly this is the Son of God. Finally, as He was hanging on the cross 
He cried and made seven utterances, the last being “It is finished;” the law completed, and the plan of salvation finished. Here the dispensation of the law ended and the dis- (Continued on page 2).

“But before faith came, 
we were kept under the law, shut up 
unto the faith which should after- 
wards be revealed. Wherefore 
the law was our schoolmaster 
to bring us anto Christ, that 
we might be justifted by faith. But 
after that faith is come, we are no 
longer under a schoolmaster.” (V. 
29). “And if ye be Christ’s, then are 
ye Abraham’s seed, and heirs accord- 
ing to the promise.” 

(Chapter 4:1-8.) Now I say, That the 
heir, as long as he is a child, differeth 
nothing from a servant, though he be 
lord of all; But is under tutors and 
governors until the time appointed of 
the father. Even so we, when we 
were children, were in bondage under 
the elements of the world; But when 
the fulness of the time was come, 
God sent forth His Son, made of a w0- 
man, made under the law, to redeem 
them that were under the iaw, that 
we might receive the adoption of 
sons. And because ye are sons, God 
hath sent the Spirit of His Son into 
your hearts, crying, Abba, Father. 
Wherefore thou art no more a ser 
vant but a son; and if a son, then an 
heir of God through Christ.” (V. 9), 
“But now, after tuat ye have known 
God, or rather are known of God, how 
turn ye again to the weak and beggar- 
ly elements, whereunto ye desire 
again to be in bondage?” (V. 21), “Tell 
me, ye that desire to be under the 
law, do ye not hear the law? For it is 
written, that Abraham had two sons, 
the one by a bondmaid, the other by 
a freewoman, But he who was of the 
bondwoman was born after the flesh; 
but he of the freewoman Was by 
promise. Which things are an alle- 
gory: for these are the two cove 
nants; the one from the mount Sinai, 
which gendereth bondage, which is 
Hagar.” Let us read the Syriac on this, 
“And these are the allegorical of the 
two covenants: the one from mount 
Sinai, which bringeth forth for bon- 
dage, is Hagar.

It was rumored that He said He 
would rise tne third morning. The 
third morning was coming, and as the 
light began to break in the East, there 
came two women silently and sadly 
winding their way among the tents 
that were pitched around the City of 
Jerusalem. They came to see the 
sepulchre, and were bringing spices in 
their hands to place about His body, 
if they could get someone to roll the 
stone away from the sepulchre for 
them. They loved the Man who had 
been crucified as a malefactor, because 
of His goodness and purity and His 
compassion, and on that morning 
there were but a few feeble, obscure, 
heart-broken friends that dared come 
near His grave. 

A little less than nineteen hundred 
years have passed, and on the anniver- 
sary of that day (the morning of the 
first day of the week, the first sab- 
bath after the full moon and the ver- 
nal equinox, at the same season) the 
people of the entire universe are 
thinking of that place. The eyes of 
princes and of statesmen, the eyes of 
the poor and the humble in all parts 
of the earth are turned toward that 
sepulchre.

In the darkness of 
Africa, here and there, we see them 
stretching out their hands toward it. 
Along the coasts of India and the 
heights of the Himalayas they have 
heard of that grave, and are bending 
toward it. Along the shores of the 
seas, over the mountain-tops and in 
the valleys the hearts of the people 
have not only been gathering around 
the grave, but they caught a glimpse 
of the rising inmate who as- 
cended in His gtory to Heaven.

pensation of the law ended and the 
dispensation of grace began, no more 
sacrifices of animal life, no more 
“passover” feasts, no more sabbath 
keeping, for it was in the law. There 
He gave us grace to stand and faith 
to believe and look forward to better 
things to come, so we are no more 
judged by our works alone, but by the 
intents and condition of our hearts 
alone. 

Christ is our “passover,” and His 
crucifixion made things anew, a new 
era or dispensation; new rules, new 
laws, and fulfilled many of the old 
ones. He was buried probably about 
4:00 o'clock on friday evening, the 
day of His crucifixion on the 15th day 
of Nisan, tor astronomical calcula- 
tions show that the fifteenth cf Nisan 
came on Friday in A.D. 30, and it was 
the preparation day for the “High 
Sabbath” which came during the week 
of the feast of the “passover,” the 
main “passover” being observed Thurs- 
day night, the 14th of Nisan as that 
was the day of the month that it was 
observed in Egypt. 

After He was laid in Joseph’s new 
tomb guards were put there to keep 
the disciples from stealing away His 
body, but during this time Christ’s 
Spirit was in lower Paradise (or up- 
per sheol), preaching to the spirits 
in prison, but on the third day after 
His death His Spirit came back from 
Paradise, leading forth the captives. 
It entered the former body and came 
forth a victor, first over “death,” sec- 
ond over “hell,” for He took away the 
inmates of the upper part of hell, 
which was the spirits o/ the saints of 
bygone years then hel] enlarged her 
borders for Christ had moved Para- 
dise. 

Christ arus= 71 the first day of the 
week, which we now call Sunday, and 
commemorate it as the Lord’s day, as 
that was the day that death, hell and 
the grave were conquered, so as the 
law was passed, this day was com- 
memorated as a day of worship and 
praise to Jesus and the entire God- 
head, for His wonderful exploits 
among men. 

When Jesus arose others arose al- 
so, for some of the old saints that had 
been dead were seen on the streets 
of Jerusalem. After staying among His 
disciples for forty days, Christ led 
them out as far as Bethany and bless- 
ed them (sanctified them), and as- 
cended to Heaven right before their 
eyes, and as they looked toward heav- 
en an angel told them that Jesus 
would come back in like manner as 
He had gone away, and they returned 
to Jerusalem with great joy and tar- 
ried there for seven days until they 
received the Comforter and power 
from on high, which Christ sent from 
the Father to comfort them in His 
stead for then and now He is at the 
right hand of the Father. If Christ 
had not been crucified, the whole plan 
of salvation would have failed, but as 
it was, it caused us to be able to be 
saved, sanctified and filled with the 
Holy Ghost and if we die we have the 
hope of being in the main harvest of 
the First Resurrection, at the time of 
the Rapture, when He comes back to 
get His Bride out of the Church of 
God. For He loosed us from the bonds 
of the law, bonds of sin, of death, hell 
and the grave, if we will only accept 
Him, He is our “passover.” Amen, —

mount Sinai in Arabia, and corres 
pondeth ‘with the present Jerusalem, 
and is serving in bondage, she and her 
children.” 





Now an allegory is a figurative sen- 
tence, or discourse, in which the prin- 
ciple subject is described by another 
subject and is thus kept out of view, 
and we are left to collect the inten- 
tions of the writer or speaker by the 
resemblance of the secondary to the 
primary subject. Allegory is in words 
what hieroglyphics are in paiating. 
We have a fine example of an alle- 
Sory in the eightieth Psalm, in which 
God's chosen people are represented 
by a vineyard. The distinction § in 
Scripture between a parable and an 
allegory, is said to be, that a parable 
is a supposed history, and an alle- 
gory is a figurative description of 
real facts. An allegory is called a con- 
tinued metaphor. A metaphor is a 
short similitude: a similitude reduced 
to a single word or a word expressing 
similitude without the signs of a com- 
parison. Thus, “That man is a [x,” 
is a metaphor. But “that man is like 
a fox,” is a similitude or comparison. 
Now the principal thing or subject 
here, in tue mind of the writer, was 
the subject of the law or ten com- 
mandments given on Mount Sinai, 
Showing the law brought them under 
bondage. Look at Gen. 16:11, “And 
the angel of the Lord said unto her, 
Behold, thou art with child, and shalt 
bear a son and shalt call his name 
Ishmael; because the Lord has heard 
thy affliction. And he will be a wild 
man; his hand will be against every 
man, and every man’s hand will be 
against him; and he shall dwell in the 
presence of all his brethren.” (VY. 14), 
“Wherefore the well was called Beer- 
lahairoi: behold, it is between Kadesh 
(consecrated, or holiness), and Bered, 
(hail).” There are a lot of people that 
are between consecration and hail, 
that is, they want to consecrate but 
the hailstones of persecution come so 
thick they cannot bear them, there- 
fore they had rather try to put them- 
selves under bondage, or the law. 

Jerusaiem. or Zion, must be a type 
of the Churen In the wuderness, 
which was under bondage, but Jerusa- 
lem which is above is free, which is 
the mother of us all. For it is writ- 
ten, Rejoice, thou barren that bearest 
not: break forth and cry, thou that 
travailest not: for wie desolate hath 


many more children than she which 
hath an husband. (Gen. 49:10), “The 
sceptre shall not depart from Judah, 


nor a lawgiver from b=tween his feet, 
until Shiloh come.” 

(Num.24:17-19), ‘tf shall see him, 
but not now: I shall behold him but 
not nigh: there shall come a star out 
of Jacob, and a sceptre shall smite the 
corners of Mcab, and destroy all the 
children of Seth. Out of Jacob shall 
come he that shall have dominioa, and 
he shall destroy him that rematineth 
of the city.” We notice that there 
would be a lawgiver until Shiloh 
come, but +nen Suioh (Jesus) came, 
He fulfilled the law, and brought grace 
and truth. Therefore when Jesus came 
and was crucified, being nailed to the 
cross, He nailed to His cross the ordi- 
nances, or law, given at Sinai. (Col. 
2:18, 14), “And you being dead in 
your sins and the uncircumcision of 
your flesh, hath he quickened togeth- 
er with him, having forgiven you all 
trespasses; Blotting out the hand- 
writing (that was written by Ged on 
Sinai in the stones) of ordinances 
that was against us, which was con- 
trary to us, and took it out of the way, 
nailing it to his cross.” (Heb. 8:6, 7), 
“But now hath he obtained a more ex- 
cellent ministry, by how much also 
he is the mediator of a better cove- 
nant, which was established upon bet- 
ter promises. For if that first cove- 
nant had been faultless, then should 
no place have been sought for the sec- 
ond.” (V. 13), “In that he saith, a new 
covenant, he hath made the first old, 
now that which decayeth and waxeth 
old is ready to vanish away.” (Heb. 
7:18, 19), “For there is verily a dis- 
annuling of the commandments going 
before for the weakness and unprof- 
itableness thereof. For the law made 
nothing perrect. but the bringing in of 
a better hope did; by the which we 
draw nigh unto God. 

(Eph. 2:11-15), “Wherefore remem- 
ber, that ye being in time past Gen- 
tiles in the flesh, who are called un- 
circumsicion by that which is called 
the circumsicfon in the flesh made by 
hands: That at that time ye were 
without Christ, being aliens from the 
commonwealth of Israel, and strangers 
from the covenants of promise, having 
no hope, and without God in ithe 
world: But now in Christ Jesus ye 
who sometimes were afar Off are 
made nigh by the blood of Christ. For 
he is our peace, who hath made both 
one, and hath broken down the mid 
dle wall of partition between us; hav- 
ing abolished in his flesh the enmity, 
even the law of commandments con- 
tained in ordinances; for to make in

making peace.” Now he said, Having 
abolished in his flesh the enmity, 
even the law of commandments con- 
tained ordinances. The thought of 
abolishing —Avbolish means, “to make 
void; to annul; to abrogate; to de 
stroy, or put an end to.” Now He (Je- 
sus) made void, or abrogated, or put 
an end to the law, or ordinance, that 
said, “Thou shalt keep the sabbati 
holy, and in it thou shalt not do any 
work, thou nor thy manservant, nor 
thy maidservant, nor anything that 
thou hast,” when He was nailed to 
the cross, it being nailed to the cross 
also. (V. 16), “And that he might 
reconcile both unto God in one body 
by the cross, having slain the enmity 
thereby.” Let’s look at the word 
“reconcile,” which means, “To call 
back into union and friendship the af- 
fections which have been alienated.” 
Alienate means, withdrawn from; 
stranger to; loosed; or disjointed. 

Now, the death of Jesus on the 
cross, nailed there with the rdi- 
nances abolished (put an end to), 
should be the means of bringing back 
to union the mother of Hagar (mount 
Sinai), and answereth to Jerusalem 
which is, and is in bondage with her 
children, and the free woman which 
represents new Jerusalem. “And came 
and preached peace to you which were 
afar off (Gentiles), and to them that 
were nigh, (Jews).” (V. 18), “For 
through him we both have access by 
one spirit unto the father.”

ones who have gone up to be (so we 
believe) angels before the throne of 
God. If Christ be not raised (?) we are 
of all men most miserable, because we 
are fancying future enjoyment, which 
never can be realized. But if Christ 
be raised, then shall we also rise, and 
them that sleep in Jesus will God 
bring with Him. And that our minds 
may rest as to the facts of Christ’s 
resurrection, let us notice how God 
has arranged the evidence to secure 
the knowledge of this fact clearly to 
man. 

The first point to which our atten- 
tion is invited is the fact of Christ’s 
death. Were not this fact clearly es- 
tablished, it would be in vain to try 
to prove His resurrection from the 
dead. Christ might have suffered for 
man in some obscure place. He might 
have laid down His life as a ransom 
and there would have been no legal 
evidence of it, but God allowed the 
wrath of man to become the instru- 
ment of praising Him, in that He suf- 
fered. Christ to be taken under what 
was then the legal process—arrested 
first by the great council of the Jews 
and then by the authority of the Ro- 
man governor, so that the matter be- 
came of public record a legal transac- 
tion. The highest power, both of Jew- 
ish and Roman governments, united 
in this fact of His arrest, His trial, 
and His condemnation to death. The 
time of the occurrence was wisely ar- 
ranged .It was the feast of the Jews, 
the Passover, when all the Jews came 
up to keep the Passover, Jerusalem 
could not hold the people that came 
together, they pitched their tents all 
around the city—on the hills and in 
the valleys It was the time of full 
moon when there was brightness all 
night. The multitudes then were there 
to witness the scene, so that it might 
be attested by people fro.n all parts 
of Judea. Then again the form of His 
death was such as to be not a sudden 
one, but one of torture, passing thru 
many hours. As He hung there on the 
cross those dreadful hours—from nine 
until three, the sun being darkened, 
what an opportunity was given the 
people passing by to be impressed with 
the scene .The crucifixion was near 
the city; the crowd was there; the 
temple worship was in process; the 
strangers were there; and as one great | 
stream passing on some festive day! 
thru the great thoroughfares of your 
city, so passed the stream of men, wo-, 
men, and children by that cross on’ 
which the Savior hung. The multi-| 
tudes saw Him as He hung suffering | 
on the cross, and as He hung suffer-, 
ing on the cross for human woe, and | 
as God was about to crown Him King | 
of kings and Lord of lords (on the | 
morning of the third day), God sends | 
forth His voice of challenge, and as | 
He speaks, the earth rocks to its cen-| 
ter, that ground shaking and convul- | 
sing, was a call to man to witness | 
what was about to occur. Not only is | 
there a voice of earth—yonder the sun | 
clothed himself in sackcloth for three 
hours. As much to say, “There may be 
gloom for three days.” The great 
source of light hath veiled himself, 
as in a mantle of night, for three days. 
For three hours this darkness hangs. | 
At the end of three days shall the | 
Son of Righteousness shine out again, 
the great center of glory, with that 
glory which He had with the Father 
from the foundation of the world. Yon- 
der the multitude of pious people 
were gathered in the temple; the 
Lamb was before the altar; the priest 
in his vestments had taken the sacri- 
ficial knife; the blood was to be shed 
at the hour of three; the multitudes 
were looking. Yonder hangs a veil, it 
hides that inner sanctuary; there are 
cherubim in yonder with their wings 
spread over the mercy seat; the 
Shechinah once dwelt there, God Him- 
self in His glory was there. No one 
enters into that veil save the High 
Priest, and he with blood and in the! 
midst of incense, but once a year, but ( 
it was the mercy seat and the eye of 
every pious Jew was directed toward 
that veil; thinking of the greater 
glory that was beyond it. As the high 
priest was about to slay the lamb, be- 
hold, an unseen hand takes hold of 
that veil and tears it apart from top 
to bottom, and has thrown open the! 
mercy seat, not before seen by men. | 
The cheribim are there; the altar with 
its covering of blood is there; the 
resting place of the ark is there; it is 
the holiest of holies .The priest drops 
the knife; the lamb goes free, for the 
lamb that was slain from the founda- 
tion of the world is suffering for man. 
The way to the holy of holies is open 
—a new and living way, which men 
may not close, which priests may not 
enter, but a way is open whereby all 
humanity, oppressed and downtrod- 
den, from all parts of the earth, may 
find its way to the mercy seat of God. l 
While all this was occurring, Christ} 
was on the cross suffering the agony 
of crucifixion. How deep that agony, 














we need not attempt to tell you—it 
was fearful! When taken from the 
cross, He was laid in the sepulchre, 
His friends had given Him up, His 


disciples had forsaken Him, some of 
them saw Him ale. They knew that 
He was crucified and they abandoned 
Him. They were returning to their 
former employment, but His enemies 
remembered that He had said He 
would rise the third day, and they put 
a guard around Him. The Roman sol- 
diers were there; the king’s seal was 
on the stone which was rolled over the 
mouth of the sepulechre They made 
everything secure. Here, again God 
ordered that we should have abun- 
dant proof ot Christ’s resurrection. 
Heaven had been gathered around 
that grave, angels had been watching 


there, they had seen the Roman 
guards, they had seen the shining 
spear and polished shield, they had 


seen that Christ was held as a prison- 
er by the greatest powers on earth. I 
hear the angels say, How long shall 
man triumph? How long shall human 
power exalt itself? How long shall the 
powers of darkness hold jubilee? Let 
us go and roll the stone away; let us 
drive yonder Roman guard from the 
sepulchre. And the angel came down 
from the open doors of glory, He has- 
tens outside the walls of Jerusalem 
and down to the sepulchre. When they 
saw him coming, the keepers shook, 
they became as dead men. He rolls 
away the stone and sat upon it, Christ 
girding Himself with all the powers 
of His divinity, rises from the grave, 
He leads captivity captive, tears ,the 
crown from the head of death and 
makes light the darkness of the grave, 
And as the grave yields its prey, 
Christ, charged with being an impos- 
ter, is proved to be the Son of God, 
with power. It is the power of His 
resurrection from the dead. He be- 
came the firstfruits of them that slept. 
Christ arose the firstfruits and there 
is to be a glorious resurrection. Christ 
came, the first man to rise in this re- 
spect, by His own power, from the 
grave, having snatched the crown 
from death, having thrown light into 
the grave. He ascended up toward 
glory, He goes up in the midst of the 
shouts of angels! The heavens open 
before Him—yonder is the altar— 
there is the throne, and around it 
stands the seraphim and the cherubim, 
and Christ enters, the Victor, sits 
down upon the Throne, from hence- 
forth expecting, until His enemies be 
made His footstool. He is the first- 
fruits of the harvest, but the angels 
are to be sent out like the reapers and 
by and by humanity is coming. As 
Christ the firstfruits, passed thru the 
grave and went up to Glory, so shall 
there come forth from their sleeping 
dust in Asia, in Africa, in Europe and 
in America, from every mountaintop, 
from the depths of the sea, from deep 
ravines, and from plains outspread— 
O there shall come in the time of the 
glorious harvest, the uprising of hu- 
manity, when all the nations waking 
from their long sleep, shall shout the 
harvest home. Thank God! At that 
time none shall be wanting. O, they 
come, they come from the nations of 
the past, and from the generations yet 
unborn. Behold, the angels are wait- 
ing and as the hosts rise from _ the 
dead, they gather around the throne. 
We shall be near the throne; we shall 
sit beside Him, for He has made room 
for us there. A father or a mother may 
be taken from us, but we shall see 
them again. The little ones that left 
us, we can almost see them; can al- 
most feel them in our arms. We fol- 
lowed them to the grave and left them
